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President's  Message 


Dear  Alumni  &  Friends, 

This  summer  has  been  extremely  busy!  Several  significant  milestones 
have  been  reached  during  the  course  of  the  summer  months. 

First  and  foremost,  Phase  I  of  the  Strategic  Planning  Initiative,  which 
began  last  fall,  has  been  completed.  A  Strategic  Planning  Document  has  been 
printed  and  has  been  provided  for  all  college  personnel  and  to  members  of  the 
community.  The  information  which  was  assimilated  through  the  Office  of 
Research  and  Planning  during  Vision  Week  and  follow-up  meetings  of  work 
groups  has  been  invaluable  to  the  college  in  developing  this  document.  One 
of  the  areas  given  attention  by  the  planning  groups  was  building  priorities. 
The  building  priorities  of  the  college,  as  established  through  this  process,  have 
been  set  for  the  next  several  years.  The  college  commitment  to  jointly  build  a 
new  Fine  Arts  Facility  at  the  Natchez  Campus  was  acknowledged  and 
reinforced.  Co-Lin  is  ready  to  move  forward  with  that  project. 

Building  priorities  at  the  Wesson  Campus  are  to  first  develop  a  site  for 
new  student  housing  units,  and  to  build  two  units  which  will  accommodate  a  total  of  sixty- four  (64)  male  students. 
That  project  is  scheduled  to  begin  with  the  removal  of  some  existing  faculty  housing  in  the  summer  of  2001  and  to 
be  completed  with  the  opening  of  the  new  units  by  the  spring  semester  of  2003. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  housing  units,  Lincoln  Hall  will  be  removed.  The  space  occupied  by  Lincoln  Hall 
will  be  used  to  develop  the  site  for  an  Instructional  Technology  Building.  This  building  has  been  established  as  the 
second  building  priority  at  the  Wesson  Campus.  It  will  house  academic  computer  classes,  provide  a  large  computer 
lab  for  general  use  by  all  students,  provide  general  classroom  space,  and  will  provide  for  about  20  new  faculty  offices. 
The  new  faculty  offices  will  allow  us  to  free  up  some  classrooms  in  Smith  Hall,  which  include  faculty  office  space 
within  the  classroom.  The  Strategic  Planning  Process  established  the  next  building  priority  as  a  HealthPlex,  which 
would  include  a  Clinic  for  students,  fitness  facilities,  athletic  weight  room,  aerobics  space,  etc.  This  facility  will 
become  an  active  project  when  funding  sources  have  been  identified.  We  appreciate  all  the  input  into  setting  these 
priorities  and  are  excited  about  the  impact  these  new  facilities  will  have  on  the  college. 

Each  year  I  marvel  at  how  outstanding  our  students  are  in  representing  our  college  both  in  scholastic  and  extra 
curricular  activities.  This  year  was  one  of  the  best  ever!  I  encourage  the  reader  to  review  the  "Student  Achievements" 
section  of  the  President's  Annual  Report  released  in  July  of  2000  to  get  an  idea  of  some  of  the  outstanding  work  that 
was  done  and  the  honor  and  recognition  brought  to  our  college  by  our  students.  While  you  are  making  a  review  of 
these  accomplishments,  turn  back  one  page  to  "The  Year  In  Review"  to  see  some  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments 
of  our  faculty.  The  many  excellent  students  who  attend  Co-Lin  each  year  are  given  the  benefit  of  learning  from  and 
being  encouraged  by  the  best  faculty  anywhere.  It  is  through  that  combination  of  great  students  and  outstanding 
faculty  that  such  stellar  achievements  are  made  at  Co-Lin  year  after  year!

Recipients  are  the  late  Dr.  James 
Milton  Ewing,  women's  basketball 
coach,  1930  ;  Tammy  Gayten  for 
women's  basketball,  Class  of  1986, 
Brookhaven;  Pat  Hennington  for 
football,  Class  of  1960,  Brookhaven; 
Mike  Mclntyre  for  football,  track  and 
men's  tennis  coach,  Class  of  1967, 
Wesson;  and  W.  L.  Stampley  for 
football,  Class  of  1948,  Vidalia,  LA. 
EWING 

The  late  Dr. 
James  Milton 
Ewing  is  being 
honored  as 


women  s 
basketball  coach 
at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community 
College.  His  career  began  at  Co-Lin 
as  assistant  to  President  Russell 
Ellzey  and  women's  basketball  coach 
in  1929.  His  teams  won  back-to-back 
state  junior  college  championships  in 
1929  and  1930.  Dr.  Ewing  also  served 
as  president  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  from  1932-1956. 

In  1956,  Dr.  Ewing  was  chosen 
as  president  of  Delta  State  University 
where  he  served  until  his  retirement 
on  July  31,  1971. 

A  graduate  of  Mississippi  State 
College  and  Columbia  University, 
Dr.  Ewing  did  his  graduate  study  at 
Peabody  College,  The  University  of 
Colorado,  and  Harvard  University. 
He  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctor 
of  law  degree  from  Millsaps  College. 

His  professional  and  civic 
affiliations  have  included 
membership  and  past  presidencies  in 
the  National  Education  Association, 
the  Mississippi  Association  of 
Colleges,  the  Mississippi  Association 
of  School  Administrators,  the 
American  Association  of  Junior 
Colleges,  and  the  Mississippi 
Education  Association. 

He  was  also  very  active  in  the 
community  having  been  a  Mason, 


Shriner,  a  member  of  the  American 
Legion,  40  &  8,  and  former  president 
of  the  Kiwanis  and  Lions  Clubs. 

The  James  M.  Ewing 
Administration  Building  on  the 
campus  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  in  Wesson  and 
the  James  M.  Ewing  Hall  at  Delta 
State  University  in  Cleveland,  bear 
his  name.

Wolves  Rank  4th  at  NJCAA 
Division  II  World  Series 

This  was  a  record-breaking  season 
for  the  Co-Lin  baseball  team  as  they 
posted  a  best-ever  47-17  record  and 
earned  a  trip  to  the  NJCAA  Division  II 
World  Series  in  Millington,  TN.  This  was 
the  first  appearance  for  the  Wolfpack  in 
the  World  Series. 

The  Wolfpack  won  their  first-ever 
South  Division  championship  to  qualify 
for  the  state  tournament.  Rain  delays  and 
location  changes  took  its  toll  in  the  state 
championship  as  the  team  finished 
second  to  Northwest. 

The  team  returned  home  to  the 
friendly  confines  of  Sullivan  Field  as  they 
played  host  to  the  Region  23 
tournament.  It  was  sweet  revenge  as  the 
Wolfpack  captured  the  NJCAA  Region 
23  District  II  Championship  by  defeating 
the  state  champion  Northwest 
Mississippi  Community  College  Rangers 
7-5. 

Winning  the  Region  23  title  gave  the 
Wolfpack  home  field  advantage  as  they 
hosted  the  NJCAA  Central  District 
Division  II  Regional  Championship 

The  Wolves  fifth  game  in  three  days 
to  capture  the  championship  as  they 
defeated  the  St.  Louis  Community 
College  Forest  Park  Highlanders  12-2. 

Co-Lin  defeated  St.  Catharine  (KY) 
14-6  in  the  opening  game  and  fell  to 
Forest  Park  9-4  in  the  late  game.  The 
Wolves  had  to  beat  St.  Catharine  (18-9) 
and  beat  previously  undefeated  Forest 
Park  (12-5)  to  force  the  championship 
game. 

Co-Lin  represented  the  Central 
District  in  the  eight-team  Division  II 
World  Series  in  Millington.  In  the  first 
round  of  the  double-elimination 
tournament,  the  Wolfpack  faced  the  No. 
2  team  in  the  nation,  the  Iowa  Central 
Titans.  The  Wolves  made  a  gallant  effort, 
but  came  up  short  as  they  lost  4-0.  This 
dropped  the  Wolfpack  to  the  loser's 
bracket  where  they  faced  the  Jefferson 
Davis  Community  College  (Ala.). 

The  Wolfpack  jumped  out  to  a  7-0 
lead  and  held  on  for  a  7-4  win.  The  next 
opponent  was  Carl  Albert  State  College 
from  Poteau,  OK.  In  an  eleventh  inning 
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thriller,  the  Wolfpack  pulled  out  a  8-7 
victory. 

The  Wolfpack  reached  the  semi- 
finals where  they  faced  the  Glen  Oaks 
Community  College  Vikings  from 
Centreville,  MI.  After  trailing  9-4 
through  seven  and  a  half  innings,  Glen 
oaks  took  advantage  of  three  Wolfpack 
errors  in  the  bottom  of  the  seventh  and 
scored  seven  unearned  runs  to  take  an 
11-9  lead  that  they  would  not  relinquish. 
The  Wolfpack  cut  the  lead  to  1 1-10,  but 
that  would  be  as  close  as  they  would  get 
as  the  Vikings  came  out  with  a  16-10 
victory. 

Shortstop  Nook  Logan  of  Natchez 
and  centerfielder  Edison  Lee  of  Magee 
were  named  to  the  NJCAA  Division  II 
World  Series  All-Tournament  team. 
Logan  was  drafted  in  the  third  round  of 
the  Major  League  Baseball  Draft  by  the 
Detroit  Tigers.  He  was  the  78th  overall 
pick  and  the  first  Mississippian  drafted. 

While  at  Co-Lin,  Logan  batted  .333 
with  13  doubles,  6  triples,  2  home  runs 
and  47  stolen  bases.  He  was  selected  to 
the  NJCAA  Division  II  World  Series  All- 
Tournament  Team  and  was  an  All-State 
selection.

Trio  Voronezh's  astonishing 
virtuosity  and  delightful  artistic 
innovation  are  destined  to  change  the 
way  audiences  enjoy  classical,  folk,  and 
contemporary  repertoire.  Discovered 
playing  Bach  in  a  Frankfurt  (Germany) 
subway  station,  Trio  Voronezh  made 
its  U.S.  debut  at  the  1996  Oregon  Bach 
Festival.  They  were  the  sleeper-hit  of 
the  summer  and  were  immediately 
invited  to  return.  Their  first  U.S.  tour, 
in  fall  1998,  began  by  bringing  down 
the  house  at  NPR's  A  Prairie  Home 
Companion  with  Garrison  Keillor. 
They  went  on  to  perform  at  such 
prestigious  organizations  as  UCLA 
Performing  Arts,  Lively  Arts  at 
Stanford,  New  York's  Rockerfeller 
University,  the  University  of  Georgia, 
UA  Presents  at  the  University  of 
Arizona,  among  many  others. 

The  Trio's  diverse  repertoire 
ranges  from  classical  works  of  Bach, 
Vivaldi,  Tchaikovsky  and  Stravinsky  to 
popular  songs  by  Gershwin,  to  Russian 
folk  and  gypsy  dance  music.  This  ever- 
expanding  concert  material  is  arranged 
by  the  Trio's  members  and  performed 
with  extraordinary  virtuosity  and 
entirely  from  memory!

The  Austrian  born  Shirmer  is  one 
considered  one  of  the  most  sensitive 
and  exciting  pianist  of  his  generation. 
He  has  performed  with  leading 
orchestras  and  maestros  that  include 
the  Tokyo  Symphony  Orchestra, 
Sinfonia  Varsovia,  Radio-Symphony 
Orchestras  of  Vienna  and  Munich,  and 
Orchestre  de  la  Suisse  Ropmande 
under  the  direction  of  Lord  Yehudi 
Menuhin,  to  name  a  few. 

A  native  of  Croatia,  Loncar 
presently  directs  the  guitar  program  at 
William  Carey  College.  He  received  his 
bachelor  and  master  degrees  from  the 
Academy  of  Music  in  Graz,  Austria, 
where  he  studied  classic  guitar.  Loncar 
received  his  doctor  of  musical  arts 
degree  from  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi. 

In  1988,  Loncar  was  the  first- 
prize  winner  for  the  Southeaster 
Region  in  the  MTNA  -  Wurlitzer 
Collegiate  Artist  Competition  in 
Memphis.  In  1992,  his  presentation  on 
Croatian  music  was  a  featured  event  at 
the  Guitar  Foundation  of  America 
Festival  in  New  Orleans.  His  solo 
album,  From  Foreign  Lands,  features  a 
standard  guitar  concert  repertoire. 
Loncar  has  been  featured  in  Profiles  in 
Music  on  Public  Radio  in  Mississippi.

Through  its  artistic  and 
educational  programming,  NSC  brings 
the  joy  of  live  classical  theatre  to  adults 
and  youth  nationwide.

An  exhibit  of  the  works  of  Dr.  J. 
Kim  Sessums  will  be  displayed  the 
month  of  March  2001.  Exhibit  hours 
are  from  8  a.m.  -  9:30  p.m.  Monday 
through  Thursday  and  Friday  from  8 
a.m.  -  4  p.m. 

Although  his  formal  education 
began  in  architecture  and  migrated  to 
medicine,  Dr.  J.  Kim  Sessums  has 
spent  half  his  life  in  the  informal  study 
of  graphite  pencil  drawing.  Inspired  by 
pen  and  ink,  red  chalk,  and  pencil 
studies  of  the  Renaissance  masters,  as 
well  as  by  the  study  of  American  artists 
Andrew  Wyeth  and  Winslow  Homer, 
Dr.  Sessums  has  pursued  the  in-depth 
study  of  drawing  with  graphite  leads. 

Seventeen  years  later,  he  began  to 
study  the  three  dimensional  form,  and 
his  work  in  figurative  sculpture  began, 
the  results  being  a  quite  natural,  but 
unplanned  progression  of  the  artist's 
creative  expression.  Inspired  by  the 
works  of  Rodin  and  many  of  the 
American  sculptures,  Dr.  Sessums  was 
personally  affected  by  the  friendship 
and  works  of  the  Mississippi  sculptor 
and  writer,  Bruce  Brady,  as  well  as  the 


American  master  Charles  Parks  from 
Wilmington,  Delaware. 

Dr.  Sessums'  works  include  a 
bronze  bust  of  the  world-renowned 
painter,  Andrew  Wyeth,  perhaps 
America's  most  cherished  living  artist; 
a  life  size  portrait  bust  of  Dr.  Billy 
Graham,  a  work  arranged  and 
approved  by  his  wife,  Ruth  Bell 
Graham;  and  a  portrait  bust  of  one  of 
Mississippi's  beloved  authors,  Eudora 
Welty. 

With  original  works  in  many 
private  collections  around  the  country, 
Dr.  Sessums'  limited  edition  prints 
have  been  favorites  of  collectors. 

A  graduate  of  Forest  High  School, 
Dr.  Sessums  received  his  B.S.  degree, 
Cum  Laude,  from  Belhaven  College  in 
1980.  He  received  his  M.D.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Mississippi 
School  of  Medicine  and  completed  his 
four-year  postgraduate  training  in 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  at  Tulane 
University  and  the  University  of 
Mississippi  Medical  Center.  He  serves 
on  the  advisory  panel  for  the  recently 
established  Mississippi  School  of  the 
Arts  and  is  presently  working  with  the 
Mississippi  Museum  of  Art  in  curating 
a  large  Andrew  Wyeth  retrospective. 
This  most  unique  and  long  awaited 
exhibition  will  open  in  February  2001, 
and  will  travel  to  three  venues  in  the 
American  South. 

Dr.  Sessums  and  his  wife,  Kristy, 
reside  in  Brookhaven,  with  their  four 
children.  A  Fellow  of  the  American 
College  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology, 
he  is  a  partner  with  Brookhaven  OB- 
GYN  Associates.

Act  (JTPA)  program,  which  was 
phased  out  this  year.  The  instructor, 
Willie  Riley,  was  retained  for  the 
new  program. 

Summer  enrollment  was  about 
280  students,  a  good  number  in 
comparison  to  previous  summer 
enrollments. 

In  August,  the  campus  was 
buzzing  with  plenty  of  new  students 
as  the  number  who  scheduled  hit  an 
all-time  high  of  822;  by  the  end  of 
the  month  -  after  late-registration  - 
that  figure  had  dropped  to  784,  still 
a  record  for  enrollment.  Various 
factors  contributed  to  the  significant 
number:  advancements  in 
technology  which  attracts  more 
students;  an  aggressive  marketing 
and  recruiting  campaign;  the 
campus'  reputation  as  a  school 
offering  high-quality,  low  cost 
college  education. 

Dr.  Ronald  E.  Nettles,  campus 
dean,  congratulated  the  admissions 
and  business  office  staff  for  their 
hard  work  -  with  frequent  late  hours 
-  helping  to  enroll  and  assist  the 
students. 

During  August,  the  Film  Club 
was  notified  it  will  receive  a  $4,200 
grant  from  the  National  Park  Service 
to  assist  in  purchasing  digital  video 
equipment  and  technology.  The 
Film  Club  plans  to  use  the 
equipment  and  software  to  produce

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854th  Celebrates  50th  Anniversary

Company  will  celebrate  their  50th 
anniversary  reunion  Oct.  13  and  14 
at  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College 

From  1947  to  1950, 
transition  from  WWII  was  still  in 
progress.  Copiah-Lincoln  Jr. 
College  had  a  high  percentage  of 
Veteran  enrollment  returning  from 
the  military,  taking  advantage  of  the 
greatest  investment  the  Federal 
Government  ever  made,  the  GI  Bill. 
The  Veteran's  presence  was  a 
significant  influence  in  class,  sports, 
band,  and  all  other  activities. 

The  Veterans  were  greatly 
respected,  mainly  because  they  were 
respectable.  They  were  tough,  yet 
they  were  gentlemen. 

The  854th  National  Guard 
started  in  1947  with  a  core  of  these 
vets  recruiting  non-vets.  By  1950, 
National  Guard  summer  camp, 
approximately  64  members  (over 
60%  non  vets),  embarked  to  Ft. 
McClelland,  Alabama,  to  a  chain  of 
events  which  would  change  their 
lives  forever.  As  a  result  of  the 
Korean  Conflict  (we  felt  more 
comfortable  calling  it  "war"),  they 
didn't  make  it  back  home  before 


being  Federalized  into  the  US  Army 
Medical  Corp. 

Under  the  direction  of  First 
Lieutenant  Grover  Smith  and  First 
Sargent  George  Blair,  the  men,  in 
full  dress  uniform,  were  given  a 
grand  send-off  by  the  entire  student 
body  of  Co-Lin,  led  by  the  "show 
band  of  the  south",  the  Co-Lin 
Band  and  Colettes,  conducted  by 
Mary  Little — we  would  have 
followed  her  anywhere. 

The  men  were  shipped  to 
Camp  Pickett,  Virginia,  and  after 
basic  training  started  breaking  out 
to  assignments  as  individuals 
throughout  the  world,  mostly 
Korea.  The  group  bonded  so 
effectively,  they  kept  in  touch  with 
remarkable  results! 

For  example,  in  Korea,  an 
18-year-old  kid  wounded  in  battle 
was  waiting  to  be  evacuated.  As  he 
was  lying  on  a  stretcher  on  the 
ground  in  the  snow,  he  recognized 
the  voice  of  one  of  his  854th 
comrades,  the  conductor  of  a 
hospital  train,  belting  out  orders 
"Let's  get  this  train  out  of  here 
before  dark." 

After  two  years,  the  men 
started  flowing  back  home  to  Co- 
Lin  or  other  Senior  Colleges.  Only 
one  of  the  men  (Jimmy 


Hennington,  known  as  "Red")  was 
killed  during  our  tour  in  Korea. 
The  men  of  the  854th  represent 
Americana  at  its  maximum.  They 
took  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  America  had  to  offer, 
but  they  pursued  it  demonstrating  a 
sense  of  confidence,  leadership,  and 
high  moral  character.  Their  success 
speaks  for  itself.  There  are  two 
retired  Generals  from  the  group. 
Many  have  been  successful  in  their 
own  businesses.  There  are  major 
corporate  CEO's  and  vice- 
presidents  from  the  group, 
recipients  of  national  and  state 
awards  and  appointments,  men 
who  have  made  major 
contributions  to  NASA's  success, 
state  association  presidents,  and 
ministers... the  list  goes  on  and  on. 
During  their  success  in  life  and  the 
business  world,  the  bond  has 
continued.  They've  been  having 
reunions  here  at  Co-Lin  (during 
Homecoming)  since  1978.  They 
are  gathering  annually,  watching 
their  ranks  dwindle  to  38  in 
number,  yet  they  keep  in  touch 
with  the  widows  of  members  as  best 
they  can.
